G.B. Postage Stamps NOT known with a Perfin - Correct to 1” January 2019. 
Pre-1961 G.B. stamps that have NOT been found with a Perfin. 
e The QV ‘Abnormals’ originally listed {9d Straw plate 5, 10d Red-brown plate 1 wmk 
‘Emblems’, and plate 2 wmk ‘Spray’ } have been removed as they are unlikely to have 


been Perfinned. 


e Just one example of the QV 3d plate 4 is known with a Perfin, although the watermark 
(Emblems or Spray) is currently unknown.
